US-EU trade 
pact talks 
make ’good 
progress’: 
source 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
US and European Union ne¬ 
gotiators made some head¬ 
way Wednesday toward a 
trans-Atlantic free trade 
pact, a person close to the 
talks told AFP. 

’’Good progress has been 
made,” the source said after 
EU Trade Commissioner 
Karel De Gucht met with 
US Trade Representative 
Ron Kirk. 

”The discussions cen¬ 
tered around the potential 
free-trade agreement be¬ 
tween the EU and the US.” 

A free-trade pact be¬ 
tween the two sides has 
been envisaged for years, 
but little real movement has 
taken place. 

A working group has 
been in place for a year, 
with some expectations that 
a decision to launch formal 
talks could be made soon. 

Last week German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
called for progress on the 
issue as she welcomed US 
Vice President Joe Biden 
for talks in Berlin. 

’’Personally, I would like 
us to move forward in the 
EU-US free-trade negotia¬ 
tions,” she said ahead of 
their meeting. 

A pact would cover a 
two-way trade relationship 
that amounted to 445 billion 
euros ($600 billion) in 
2011. 

EU leaders at a summit 
on Thursday were expected 
to discuss the planned free- 
trade deal with the United 
States, which is seen as po¬ 
tentially providing a boost 
to the two economies. 

But bilateral negotiations 
have become bogged down 
amid disagreements over 
agricultural subsidies. 


The government has recently 
began the process for initiat¬ 
ing a series of investigations 
to be conducted throughout 
2013. One of the investiga¬ 
tions will be to ascertain what 
are the obstacles hindering 
persons who are physically 
challenged from getting in¬ 
volved in the work force. 

These persons need a spe¬ 
cial type of infrastructure to 
be able to function in the 
work place. The government 
is aware of the fact that there 
are certain persons with cer¬ 
tain physical limitations who 
could function in the work 
force. Because there is no 
clear cut indication in which 
sector or region these persons 
can be allocated, they resort 
to relying on well fare or in 
some cases go entirely with¬ 
out any income and depend 
solely on family members. 

It is in this context, that it 
is important to conduct a 
study to know in what way 


this group can be helped with 
finding suitable employment. 
Perhaps it may be necessary 
to make changes in the infra¬ 
structure at certain work 
places. 

The government hopes, 
through the different projects, 
to bring significant changes 
to the lives of many persons 
living with physical limita¬ 
tions in our community. The 
recently approved changes in 
our labor laws have as part of 
their goal to ensure that 
everyone in our community 
can have a dignified life with 
an economic structure so as 
to be able to make advance¬ 
ment. 

The planned investiga¬ 
tions will definitely enable 
the government to know how 
to combat, in a structural 
manner, the situation of un¬ 
employment of all groups in 
our community. And, this 
must also include those with 
physical disabilities.

The Ensenansa Pa Empleo 
(Education for Employment 
program) is currently en¬ 
rolling applicants for their 
upcoming series of courses to 
begin in the month of March. 
Reportedly, some 1562 per¬ 
sons have already registered 
for the various courses. 

During 2011 and 2012, the 
program experienced a 
steady growth and in 2012 a 
total of 2.769 persons had 
taken one or more of the 
courses offered.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
US President Barack 
Obama, under pressure over 
a lack of diversity in top 
cabinet appointments, on 
Wednesday picked business 
executive Sally Jewell to 
head the vast Interior De¬ 
partment. 

Obama has been criti¬ 
cized for naming middle- 
aged white men to top jobs 
on his second-term team, 
but he has pledged to pro¬ 
mote diversity in his other 
picks and has now settled 
on several prominent fe¬ 
males. 

If confirmed by the Sen¬ 
ate, Jewell — who heads 
Recreational Equipment 
Inc., an outdoors retail 
chain — will succeed Ken 
Salazar at Interior, which 
manages US national re¬ 
sources, wildlife, tribal is¬ 
sues and national parks. 

’’She knows the link be¬ 
tween conservation and 
good jobs,” said Obama as 
he introduced Jewell at the 
White House. 

”She knows that there's 
no contradiction between 
being good stewards of the 
land and our economic 
progress — that, in fact, 
those two things need to go 
hand and hand. 

"She's shown that a com¬ 
pany with more than $1 bil¬ 
lion in sales can do the right 
thing for our planet,” 
Obama said. 

Jewell's nomination was 
welcomed by the National 
Wildlife Federation, which 
said that hunters, anglers, 
hikers, kayakers and bird 
watchers would welcome 
her first-hand understanding 
of how to protect national 
treasures. 

The Western Energy Al¬ 
liance, a trade association 
for oil and natural gas firms, 
welcomed the fact that Jew¬ 
ell, had previously worked 
for Mobil Oil Corporation.

Tablets gain more ground on PCs: survey 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
One-third of computers sold 
worldwide in the fourth quar¬ 
ter of 2012 was a tablet, ac¬ 
cording to a survey released 
Wednesday. 

The research firm Canalys 
said that with PCs and tablets 
combined, the market grew 
12 percent year-on-year in 
the last three months to reach 
134 million units. 

With its iPads and other 
computers, Apple led the 
market with 27 million units, 
and a 20 percent market 


share. 

That compared with 15 
million for second-place 
Hewlett-Packard, which was 
just 200,000 units ahead of 
China-based Lenovo. Each 
had a share of 11 percent. 

Samsung placed fourth 
with a nine percent share and 
11.7 million computers and 
tablets, Canalys said. 

Dell faded to fifth place 
with 9.7 million units, a 19 
percent decline from a year 
earlier. 

The report said just three 


percent of tablets shipped in 
the quarter used a Microsoft 
operating system despite the 
launch of the new Surface 
and other Windows-based 
tablets. 

"The outlook for Windows 
RT appears bleak,” said 
Canalys analyst Tim 
Coulling. 

"We expect Microsoft to 
rethink its pricing strategy for 
RT in the coming weeks,” he 
said, adding that getting man¬ 
ufacturers on board would 
probably mean "dropping the 


price by 60 percent.” 

The report said tablet sales 
were up 75 percent overall in 
the fourth quarter to 46.2 mil¬ 
lion units, bringing the full- 
year total to 114.6 million. 

Canalys estimated that the 
new iPad mini made up more 
than half of Apple's tablet 
sales, and that Apple's overall 
share of the tablet segment 
fell to 49 percent, becoming 
the first quarter it has not 
controlled over half the mar¬ 
ket. 

"Apple timed the launch 


of the iPad mini well," said 
Pin-Chen Tang of Canalys. 

"Its success proves there is 
a clear demand for pads with 
smaller screens at a more af¬ 
fordable price. Without the 
launch, Apple would surely 
have lost more ground to its 
competitors.” 

Canalys said Amazon's 
worldwide shipments grew 
18 percent in the quarter to 
4.6 million units, as it ex¬ 
panded the Kindle Fire and 
launched in markets outside 
the United States.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Hollywood celebrities and 
children of slain Martin 
Luther King, Jr. and Robert F. 
Kennedy joined shooting vic¬ 
tims Wednesday in demand¬ 
ing tougher action from US 
lawmakers on reducing gun 
violence. 

Comedian Chris Rock, 
aging Grammy-winner Tony 
Bennett and actress Amanda 
Peet brought their starpower 
to Congress to press for leg¬ 
islation that outlaws military- 
style assault weapons, 
mandates background checks 
for all gun purchases, and 
makes arms trafficking a fed¬ 
eral crime. 

Such proposals have been 
introduced or are being 
drafted, but Congress has yet 
to act. 


M I still haven't gotten over 
Connecticut,” a somber Ben¬ 
nett told reporters, referring 
to the December massacre at 
a school in Newtown, where 
a gunman slaughtered 20 
children and six adults. 

Bennett, a self-described 
pacifist, said he believed as¬ 
sault weapons like the ones 
President Barack Obama and 
some Democratic US law¬ 
makers want banned "were 
invented for war, and they 
they shouldn't be on our 
streets.” 

The 86-year-old singer 
spoke at an event hosted by 
Mayors Against Illegal Guns, 
a group with financial back¬ 
ing from New York Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg.

Spain police seize 4 
tonnes of cocaine in 
cow hide shipment 


MADRID (AFP) - Spanish po¬ 
lice said Wednesday they had 
seized 4.1 tonnes of cocaine 
worth nearly a quarter of a bil¬ 
lion euros in one of the biggest 
ever seizures of the drug in the 
country. 

The cocaine was found at a 
warehouse in the eastern city 
of Elche, hidden in containers 
of cow hides that came by boat 
from Colombia and were to be 
delivered to a shoe maker, po¬ 
lice said in a statement. 

The cocaine was stored in 
thousands of packages con¬ 
taining just over a kilo (two 
pounds) of the drug each, 
enough for around 82 million 
doses. 

The cocaine is worth nearly 
242 million euros ($327 mil¬ 
lion) and was destined for dis¬ 
tribution in Spain and across 
Europe. 

Police detained three Span¬ 
ish men, including the sus¬ 
pected leader of the drug 
trafficking ring, and searched 
16 houses, businesses and 
warehouses that belonged to 
the suspects. 

The authorities seized two 
shotguns, a hunting rifle, a box 
of ammunition, three ma¬ 
chetes, two computers, and six 
luxury vehicles, as well as 


6,755 euros in cash. 

Police swooped on traffick¬ 
ers just as they appeared to be 
getting ready to remove the co¬ 
caine from the warehouse in 
several trucks. 

It was one of the biggest 
cocaine seizures ever carried 
out on land in Spain and the 
biggest since police in 2001 
seized 4.4 tonnes of cocaine 
hidden in a warehouse 
amongst a shipment of canned 
sardines. 

Major cocaine seizures in 
Spain usually happen at sea. In 
2006, police seized three 
tonnes of it in a boat off the 
Canary Islands in the Atlantic. 

The following year, they 
seized four tonnes of cocaine 
from a boat off the coast of 
Almeria in the Mediterranean. 

Spain's close ties with its 
former colonies in Latin 
America, a major cocaine-pro¬ 
ducing region, and its proxim¬ 
ity to Morocco, a key source of 
hashish, have made it a major 
gateway into Europe for drug 
traffickers. 

Large amounts of cocaine 
have been found in recent 
years hidden amongst ship¬ 
ments of roses, cakes, exotic 
wood and fake plastic bananas. 


n a first, transsexual runs for 
office in Ecuador 


GUAYAQUIL (AFP) - A 30- 
year-old rights activist is vying 
to become Ecuador's first 
transsexual lawmaker. 

Diane Rodriguez is seeking 
to fill a vacant congressional 
seat as a candidate of the leftist 
Rupture 25 party in the South 
American country's February 
17 presidential and parliamen¬ 
tary elections. 

If she succeeds, the psy¬ 
chology student would become 
the first transsexual to hold 
public office in this socially 
conservative nation where 85 
percent of the population iden¬ 
tifies as Catholic. 

"My focus will be on all mi¬ 
norities, vulnerable ethnic 
groups and feminist causes," 
Rodriguez told AFP, adding 
that she would also push for 
the legalization of same-sex 
marriage — an issue President 
Rafael Correa and his main 
rival have spoken out against. 

Rodriguez, whose former 
legal name was Luis Bene- 
dicto, says she has struggled 
for years due to her sexual ori¬ 
entation. 


When she came out as a 
teenager to her parents, they 
kicked her out of the house, 
and for a brief time she sur¬ 
vived as a prostitute before 
being allowed to return home. 

"I wanted to develop my 
sexuality freely," she said, ex¬ 
plaining her decision to se¬ 
cretly undergo hormone 
therapy. 

As her appearance gradu¬ 
ally became more feminine, 
Rodriguez said she faced dis¬ 
crimination in both her per¬ 
sonal and professional lives. 

After a legal battle, Ro¬ 
driguez set a precedent when 
she finally obtained an ID card 
in 2009 that replaced her given 
male name — but not her gender. 

With the support of NGOs, 
Rodriguez launched a cam¬ 
paign that calls for individuals 
to be allowed to choose which 
gender they want to register as. 

Rodriguez is not the first 
transsexual to seek a legislative 
seat in Latin America. In Chile, 
Valentina Verbal, who had a 
sex change operation four 
years ago, also is running for a 
seat in the parliament. 



Five dead as Solomons quake 
sparks Pacific tsunami 


HONIARA (AFP) - A major 
8.0 magnitude earthquake 
jolted the Solomon Islands 
Wednesday with small tsunami 
waves buffeting Pacific coasts, 
leaving at least five people dead 
and dozens of homes damaged 
or destroyed. 

A quake-generated wave of 
just under one metre (three feet) 
reached parts of the Solomons, 
and Vanuatu and New Caledo¬ 
nia also reported rising sea lev¬ 
els, before a region-wide 
tsunami alert was lifted. 

Sirens were heard in Fiji, lo¬ 
cals said. "Chaos in the streets 
of Suva as everyone tries to 
avoid the tsunami!!" tweeted 
Ratu Nemani Tebana from the 
Fiji capital. 

The waves reached as far 
away as Japan, which was hit 
by a huge tsunami in March 
2011 that killed more than 
19,000 people. 

Japan's Meteorological 
Agency reported a 40-centime- 
tre tsunami hitting Hachijo Is¬ 


land about 290 kilometres (180 
miles) south of Tokyo, while 
20-centimetre waves reached 
the main islands of Kyushu and 
Shikoku and smaller waves 
were recorded on Honshu. 

The Pacific Tsunami Warn¬ 
ing Center cancelled its re¬ 
gional alert for Pacific-island 
nations at 0350 GMT, about 
two and a half hours after the 
powerful quake struck at 0112 
GMT near the Santa Cruz Is¬ 
lands in the Solomons. 

Australian and US monitors 
said a tsunami wave measuring 
91 centimetres washed into the 
town of Lata, on the main Santa 
Cruz island of Ndende. 

The United Nations Office 
for the Coordination of Human¬ 
itarian Affairs said the wave ap¬ 
peared to have travelled 500 
metres inland, inundating Lata's 
airstrip as well as surrounding 
villages, flattening many tradi¬ 
tional houses. 

Solomons Prime Minister 


Gordon Darcy Lilo's office said 
four villages on the Santa Cruz 
Islands had been hit by the 
tsunami. 

Solomon Islands Red Cross 
secretary general Joanne 
Zoleveke said she had been told 
at least three villages were hit, 
with houses washed away. 

With Lata's airstrip out of com¬ 
mission, officials were hoping to 
fly over the area early today to as¬ 
sess the damage better. 

The US Geological Survey 
said the quake struck the Santa 
Cruz Islands, which have been 
rocked by a series of strong 
tremors over the past week, at a 
depth of 28.7 kilometres (18 
miles). 

Dozens of aftershocks con¬ 
tinued through the day, includ¬ 
ing one at 6.6-magnitude. 

The Solomons are part of the 
"Ring of Fire", a zone of tec¬ 
tonic activity around the Pacific 
that is subject to earthquakes 
and volcanic eruptions.

Mexican girl gives birth

MEXICO CITY (AFP) - A 
Mexican girl aged nine has 
given birth to a girl of her own, 
local authorities and family 
members said Wednesday. 

"The girl was just over eight 
when she got pregnant. The fa¬ 
ther is a boy who is 17, but we 
have not found him, since he 
ran away," the mother of the 
girl, identified only as Dafne, 
told local officials in Jalisco 
state. 

"We are looking for the 
young man to get his story be¬ 


cause she does not understand 
what has happened. This is a 
rape or child sex abuse case," 
said Jorge Villasenor with the 
state prosectors' office. 

The baby girl was bom Jan¬ 
uary 27 in Zoquipan Hospital, 
weighing 2.7 kilos (5.7 lbs). 
Both girls were released from 
the hospital over the weekend, 
apparently doing well, but the 
hospital said it would have to 
do extensive followup due to 
the new mother's age. 


US teenagers lose fingers 
in school tug-of-war 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Two 
Californian teenagers had 
some of their fingers ripped off 
when a school tug-of-war con¬ 
test went horribly wrong, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The pair of senior students, 
a girl and a boy, were said to 
be in stable condition in hospi¬ 
tal after the lunchtime accident 
Monday, said an official from 
the El Monte Union High 
School. 

The incident happened 
when the rope snapped. Both 
teenagers underwent surgery 
to re-attach the fingers, but it 


was not immediately clear 
how successful they were, or 
how many fingers were lost. 

The girl involved is a var¬ 
sity soccer player, while the 
boy plays football, the news¬ 
paper reported. 

El Monte Union High 
School District Assistant Su¬ 
perintendent Edward Zuniga 
said he did not know how 
many other people were taking 
part in the tug-of-war at the 
school, east of Los Angeles.

US lawmakers propose password 
privacy bill 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
group of US lawmakers on 
Wednesday proposed a bill that 
would make it illegal for em¬ 
ployers or schools to require 
the disclosure of passwords for 
social networks such as Face- 
book. 

The bipartisan proposal 
comes after reports that some 
firms have required passwords 
as a condition of employment, 
or that schools have asked for 
the information to guarantee 
enrollment or participation in 
sports programs. 

The lawmakers said the bill, 
a reintroduction of a measure 
proposed last year, was aimed 
at protecting privacy in social 
networks like Facebook or 
Twitter. 

"The lack of clarity in the 
law puts individuals in a posi¬ 
tion where they either have to 
give up vital, private informa¬ 
tion, or risk losing their job, 
potential job, or enrollment in 
school and involvement in the 


school's sports programs," said 
Representative Eliot Engel, 
one of the bill's sponsors. 

"Frankly, when there are no 
laws prohibiting institutions 
from requiring this informa¬ 
tion, it becomes a common 
practice." 

The proposed Social Net¬ 
working Online Protection Act 
would protect people already 
employed or enrolled, those 
seeking employment or admit¬ 
tance, and those facing disci¬ 
plinary action, from being 
required to disclose their pass¬ 
words. 

The lawmakers said six 
states — California, Delaware, 
Illinois, Maryland, Michigan 
and New Jersey — have al¬ 
ready enacted similar legisla¬ 
tion, but argued that a federal 
bill is needed. 

"Asking for someone's 
password is like asking for a 
key to their home," said Rep¬ 
resentative Jan Schakowsky, 
another sponsor. 


"Privacy is a basic right that 
all Americans share, and one 
that we should act to protect; 
this legislation sets bound¬ 
aries," she said. 

"No one seeking an educa¬ 
tional or job opportunity 
should have to worry that their 
personal password information 
will be required as a condition 
of enrollment or employment." 

Engle, from New York, and 
Schakowsky, from Illinois, 
were joined by Representatives 
Michael Grimm and Paul 
Tonko of New York, Keith El¬ 
lison of Minnesota and Chellie 
Pingree of Maine.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - After years of research, the first 
bionic eye has seen the light of day in the United States, 
giving hope to the blind around the world. Developed by 
Second Sight Medical Products, the Argus II Retinal 
Prosthesis System has helped more than sixty people 
recover partial sight, with some experiencing better re¬ 
sults than others. Consisting of 60 electrodes implanted 
in the retina and glasses fitted with a special mini cam¬ 
era, Argus II has already won the approval of European 
regulators. The US Food and Drug Administration is 
soon expected to follow suit, making this bionic eye the 
world's first to become widely available. Those to benefit 
from Argus II are people with retinitis pigmentosa, a rare 
genetic disease, affecting about 100,000 people in the 
US, that results in the degeneration of the retinal pho¬ 
toreceptors. The photoreceptor cells convert light into 
electrochemical impulses that are transmitted to the 
brain via the optic nerve, where they are decoded into 
images. According to Mech, Argus II is already available 
in several European countries for 73,000 euros ($99,120). 
A US price has not been set but is likely to be higher, he 
said.

Royal Bank of Scotland 
fined $610 mn, settles 
Libor probe 


LONDON (AFP) - State-res¬ 
cued Royal Bank of Scotland 
will pay fines totalling $612 
million (453 million euros) to 
US and British regulators to 
settle allegations of Libor in¬ 
terest rate rigging, it an¬ 
nounced on Wednesday. 

RBS, which is 81-percent 
owned by the government, 
said it has agreed to pay the 
equivalent of £391 million to 
regulators, becoming the third 
bank to admit its part in the 
Libor affair after British rival 
Barclays and Swiss lender 
UBS. 

The investigations uncov¬ 
ered "wrongdoing" by 21 em¬ 
ployees, predominantly in 
relation to the setting of the 
bank's yen and Swiss franc 
Libor submissions between 
October 2006 to November 
2010, the bank said. 

RBS added it had been fined 
$325 million by the US Com¬ 
modity Futures Trading Com¬ 
mission, $150 million by the 
US Department of Justice 
(DoJ) and £87.5 million ($137 
million, 101 million euros) by 
Britain's Financial Services 
Authority. 

The bank has also entered 
into a deferred prosecution 
agreement with the DoJ, in re¬ 
lation to one count of wire 
fraud relating to Swiss franc 
Libor and one count for an an¬ 
titrust violation relating to yen 
Libor. 


RBS Securities Japan Lim¬ 
ited has agreed to enter a plea 
of guilty to one count of wire 
fraud relating to Yen Libor, it 
added in the statement. 

British finance minister 
George Osborne condemned 
the "totally unacceptable" be¬ 
haviour at the bailed-out bank 
and insisted the taxpayer 
would not pick up the bill. 

The Edinburgh-based 
lender, which was rescued 
with taxpayers' cash at the 
height of the global financial 
crisis, said that it would recoup 
about £300 million from its 
staff bonus pool and by claw¬ 
ing back previous pay awards. 

John Hourican, chief execu¬ 
tive of the bank's Markets and 
International Banking divi¬ 
sion, is meanwhile to leave 
RBS and will forfeit his 2012 
bonus and long-term incentive 
shares. 

RBS said its derivative 
traders sought to influence the 
bank's yen and Swiss franc 
Libor setters over the four-year 
period. 

More than a dozen other in¬ 
stitutions remain under inves¬ 
tigation, while last October the 
British government announced 
plans to make it a criminal of¬ 
fence to manipulate Libor. 

At close Wednesday, RBS 
shares had risen 1.36 percent 
to 342.10 pence, beating a 
London market up by 0.20 per¬ 
cent. 
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Bill Gates says fame not goal in 
aid work 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Bill 
Gates, one of the world’s rich¬ 
est men and highest profile aid 
donors, says he doesn’t care if 
he's forgotten after his death - 
- as long as polio and other 
major diseases have been 
eradicated. 

"I don't need to be remem¬ 
bered at all," the co-founder of 
Microsoft, 57, told AFP in 
New York. 

Gates has a fortune esti¬ 
mated by Forbes at $61 bil¬ 
lion, second only to Mexican 
telecoms tycoon Carlos Slim, 
and the satisfaction of know¬ 
ing that Microsoft products are 
at the heart of computers in 
every comer of the world. 

But he says that since quit¬ 
ting the mnning of Microsoft 
and focusing on his Bill and 
Melinda Gates Foundation, it's 
the world's poorest that have 
his attention. 


"None of the people who 
are at risk of polio know any¬ 
thing about me, nor should 
they. They are dealing with 
day to day life and the fact that 
their child might get crippled," 
Gates said in an interview at a 
posh Manhattan hotel. 

Already the foundation has 
paid out $25 billion to projects 
fighting disease and extreme 
poverty. There's currently 
about $36 billion left in the 
pot — and it's all going to go. 

"My wife and I have de¬ 
cided that our foundation will 
spend all its money within 20 
years of when neither of us are 
around, so we're not trying to 
create some perpetual thing," 
Gates said. 

Target number one is polio, 
which has now been eradi¬ 
cated in India. Gates says a 
worldwide end to the crip¬ 
pling childhood disease is fea¬ 


sible, with only Afghanistan, 
Nigeria and Pakistan the trou¬ 
ble spots. 

"Within my lifetime, polio's 
not the only disease we should 
be able to eradicate. Even 
malaria — although that's more 
like a several decades effort — 
should be within reach," he 
said. 

Gates said that traditional 
government aid packages from 
rich countries to poor coun¬ 
tries have been inefficient, or 
worse. "A lot of that was about 
buying friendship and almost 
shouldn't be labeled aid," he 
said, referring to the Cold War 
era, when Western and Soviet 
programs fought for influence 
in Africa and elsewhere. 

The way forward, Gates 
said, is to take a page from the 
corporate playbook and tie aid 
to specific goals, with close 
monitoring of progress. 

"Business is always focused 
on measurements and if they 
get it wrong, they don't get 
capital and in extreme cases 
the company goes out of busi¬ 
ness," he said. 

"Government and philan¬ 
thropy don't naturally do the 
same thing," he said. 

Gates' views on the need for 
bringing corporate efficiency 
to the aid world are laid out in 
detail in his "annual letter," 
which he released last week at:

Tiger kills circus trainer in Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - An 
American tiger trainer was 
mauled and killed at a circus in 
Northwestern Mexico by one 


of the big cats performing with 
him, officials said Tuesday. 

Amateur video showed Alex 
Crispin Suarez, 35, circling 


around two tigers and making 
the animals turn while stand¬ 
ing on low platforms during a 
performance on Saturday in 
the Indian village of Etchojoa 
in Sonora state. 

As he passed behind one of 
the tigers, it suddenly stopped 
the routine, knocked Crispin to 
the ground, pulled his pants off 
and clawed at his neck. 

Shocked spectators were 
heard screaming as circus em¬ 
ployees rushed to the scene. 
One hit the tiger repeatedly 
with a metal stand, but the an¬ 
imal would not let go of its 
prey. 

Crispin was taken to hospi¬ 
tal to receive treatment, but he 
died from the massive blood 
loss suffered in the attack. 

Environmental protection 
prosecutors launched an inves¬ 
tigation to determine the con¬ 
ditions at the circus under 
which the events occurred. 

Authorities were focusing 
on the handling and display of 
11 Bengal tigers, an elephant, 
three camels, 11 lamas and 
two pythons. 


Kashmir girl band quits 
after fatwa 



SRINAGAR (AFP) - An all-girl teenage rock band from In¬ 
dian-administered Kashmir has decided to quit after the 
region's top Muslim cleric declared their music to be "un- 
Islamic", their manager said. Pragaash, a three-piece 
group whose members are still in high school, had been 
the target of an online hate campaign ever since winning 
a "Battle of the Bands" contest in December. But after 
initially insisting they would continue making music, 
they have now called it a day after the Grand Mufti of 
Jammu and Kashmir, Bashiruddin Ahmad, branded them 
as "indecent" and issued a fatwa calling for them to quit.

Africa Cup of Nation: B. Faso defy odds, 
referee to beat Ghana , Nigeria beats Mali 



NELSPRUIT (AFP) - Rank 
outsiders Burkina Faso will 
face Nigeria in the Africa Cup 
of Nations final after a 3-2 
penalty shootout win over 
Ghana on Wednesday. 

Ghana's Udinese midfielder 
Emmanuel Agyeman Badu 
had his effort saved by Daouda 
Diakite after earlier misses by 
teammates Isaac Vorsah and 
Emmanuel Clottey. 

Bakary Kone, Henri Traore 
and Aristide Bance converted 
their chances to continue the 
fairy-tale run of a team that 
had turned up in South Africa 
with the modest ambition of 
ending a 17-match winless 
Nations Cup run. 

Now they find themselves 
meeting Nigeria, 4-1 winners 
over Mali earlier, for a shot at 
becoming kings of Africa. 

The spot-kick climax was 
called for after the two teams 
were inseparable at 1-1 in a 
thrilling semi-final, with 
Bance's second-half goal can¬ 
celling out Mubarak Wakaso's 
early penalty. 

The Burkinabe were de¬ 
served winners after almost 
coming unstuck by a series of 
strange decisions against them 


by Tunisian referee Slim Jdidi. 

Chief among them was a le¬ 
gitimate penalty claim turned 
down, and a goal disallowed. 

Jdidi wrongly waved away 
claims for an early spot-kick 
when John Boye barged into 
Jonathan Pitroipa, knocking 
his Rennes teammate uncere¬ 
moniously to the much ma¬ 
ligned Mbombela Stadium 
turf. 

But on 13 minutes the ref¬ 
eree had no hesitation in giv¬ 
ing Ghana a penalty after an 
innocuous tangle involving 
Mady Panandetiguiri and 
Christian Atsu. 

Wakaso stepped up to con¬ 
vert past Daouda Diakite, for 
his fourth goal of the competi¬ 
tion. 

The penalty dramas sand¬ 
wiched an unscripted substitu¬ 
tion for Ghana, with Solomon 
Asante coming on for John 
Paintsil, stretchered off with a 
right thigh injury. 

Burkina were giving as 
good as they got in attack, but 
would have to find a way to 
trouble Ghana keeper Fatawu 
Dauda in the second half if 
they were to make it to Soweto 
on Sunday. 


Burkina Faso's athletic 
striker Bance was looking 
dangerous every time he got 
the ball. 

On 52 minutes Dauda pro¬ 
duced a superb save off the 
Augsburg attacker's header 
when he grabbed the ball from 
underneath the crossbar, Jdidi 
on this occasion getting it ab¬ 
solutely right, much to the 
Burkinabe fans' displeasure.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Dis¬ 
graced US cyclist Lance Arm¬ 
strong, who confessed last 
month to doping after being 
stripped of his seven Tour de 
France titles last year, tops the 
new Forbes magazine list of 
most disliked US athletes. 

The list, released on the 
magazine’s website Wednes¬ 
day, saw Armstrong edge col¬ 
legiate American football 
player Manti Te'o on a higher 
name recognition tie-breaker 
after each had only 15 percent 
appeal in a Nielsen/E-Poll sur¬ 
vey. 

Armstrong backpedaled on 
years of denials last month by 
admitting he had taken per¬ 
formance-enhancing drugs 
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during his 1999-2005 victory 
run in the Tour, tainted his 
cancer-comeback story and 
Livestrong Foundation charity 
efforts. 

Te'o was a linebacker for 
Notre Dame, which lost to Al¬ 
abama in last month's US col¬ 
lege gridiron title game, and 
finished second in Heisman 
Trophy voting as last season's 
top player, making him a top 
National Football League 
prospect. 

But then came the revela¬ 
tion that the girlfriend whose 
death he grieved in the season 
had never existed, only the 
product of internet fakery and 
a voice on a telephone. 

He said he was not involved 
in the hoax and was merely 
duped, even when lying about 



having met the fictional girl¬ 
friend. 

Tiger Woods, the 14-time 
major golf champion who won 
his 75th career US PGA Tour 
title last month at Torrey Pines, 
was third on the list at 19 per¬ 
cent appeal, a likely lingering

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Footballs Europol uncovers vast match-fixing ring 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Euro¬ 
pean police warned this week 
that the integrity of football 
was at stake as they revealed 
they had unearthed a criminal 
network fixing hundreds of 
matches, including in the 
Champions League and World 
Cup qualifiers. 

Europol said a five-country 
probe had identified 380 suspi¬ 
cious matches targeted by a 
Singapore-based betting cartel, 
whose illegal activities 
stretched to players, referees 
and officials across the world 
at all levels of the game. 

"It is clear to us that this is 
the biggest investigation ever 
into suspected match fixing," 
Europol chief Rob Wainwright 
told a news conference in The 


Hague, adding that the fall-out 
hit at the heart of the world 
game's reputation. 

Wainwright said he would 
be writing to Michel Platini, 
the head of European foot¬ 
ball's governing body UEFA, 
but said all of football needed 
to "heed the warning" and be 
on their guard. 

The revelations come after 
Interpol last month warned 
that global football corruption 
was helping to fuel the crimi¬ 
nal underworld's domination 
of prostitution, drug-traffick¬ 
ing and gun-running and in the 
wake of several high-profile 
scandals. 

Interpol chief Ronald Noble 
said last November it expected 
to make arrests in Singapore 


NFL: Super Bowl MVP 
Flacco eyes new contract 



NEW ORLEANS (AFP) - Joe Flacco has his Super Bowl 
MVP trophy and his first NFL championship ring and 
now the Baltimore Ravens quarterback says it is time to 
negotiate a new contract. Flacco, whose contract ex¬ 
pired Sunday, won the Pete Rozelle Trophy as he led the 
Ravens to their second Super Bowl title in franchise his¬ 
tory with a 34-31 victory over the San Francisco 49ers. 
Flacco threw three first half touchdowns and Jacoby 
Jones returned a kickoff 108 yards to open the second 
half for the Ravens who won their first Super Bowl in 12 
years. Flacco completed 22 of 33 passes for 287 yards 
and three touchdowns with no interceptions Sunday, be¬ 
coming just the sixth player in NFL history to throw three 
or more touchdown passes in the first half of a Super 
Bowl. The numbers are impressive and it should result 
in a multi-million new contract for Flacco who has been 
in talks for several months with Ravens' owner Steve 
Bisciotti about a new deal.

As part of investigations, 14 
people have already been sen¬ 
tenced to a total of 39 years in 
prison, Europol said, with 
more than 100 prosecutions 
expected. 

In the latest claims, Europol 
said that at least 425 referees, 
players and other officials 
were suspected of involve¬ 
ment, with matches rigged so 
that major sums of money 
could be won through betting. 

Of this total, 151 are living 
in Germany, 66 in Turkey and 
29 in Switzerland, but suspects 
fixing matches in other parts of 
Europe and around the world 
are also concerned. 


Two of Europe's Champions 
League matches and some 
World Cup qualifiers are also 
suspected, Europol said. 

No details were given about 
which top-flight matches were 
involved because some inves¬ 
tigations were still on-going, 
although it was revealed that 
one of the Champions League 
matches had been played in 
England. 

The largest bet profit Eu¬ 
ropol did reveal, was 700,000 
euros ($950,000) in an Aus¬ 
trian Bundesliga game be¬ 
tween Redbull Salzburg and 
Hartberg, but the policing 
agency gave no further details. 

Criminals made over eight 
million euros in profits from 
betting on fixed matches, 
while some two million euros 
in cash and profits were seized. 


Europol showed television 
coverage of a suspect match, a 
junior international between 
Argentina and Bolivia, during 
which a Hungarian referee 
awards a highly dubious 
penalty in extra time. 

The probe was carried out 
by Europol and five European 
countries: Germany, Hungary, 
Slovenia, Finland and Austria. 

A further 300 suspicious 
matches have been identified 
outside Europe in Africa, Asia, 
and South and Central Amer¬ 
ica, in the course of the inves¬ 
tigation, Europol said. 

Responding to Europol's an¬ 
nouncement in short state¬ 
ment, UEFA said it was 
already working with authori¬ 
ties "on these serious matters 
as part of its zero tolerance 
policy towards match-fixing in 
our sport. 
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
